The Godfrey Canning Factory is 
Putting Up 600 to 700 
Cases a Day. 


EMPLOYS OVER FORTY HANDS. 


Black Raspb«rrl«s ball at tha Fac­ 
tory For 40 Canta a Caaa, 
tha Caaaa Ratumad. 


ThaC. H. Godfrey 4b Co., canning 
factory is now buying 600 to 700 catei 
of ratpberriei eTery day which they 
are canning and evaporating. 


The firm* it paying 40 oenta a case 
for the black raspberries and 50 cents 
for the red ones. They could buy 
thousands of cases at this figure 6very 
day but they limit their purchases to 
their existing contracts or the capac­ 
ity of their factory. 
Last night they 
could not get the quantity of red ber­ 
ries they desired and so went over to 
St. Joseph and bought 125 cases at 50 
cents >a case. 
Forty cents a case at 
the canning factory Is about equal to 
65 cents a case in Chicago as there is 
no outlay for cases, freight, cartage 
or commission. The Godfrey company 
is paying out $2,000 a week to the 
farmers. 


Besides this they are giving em­ 
ployment to twelve to fifteen men and 
tweuty-five girls and women, who are 
receiving g o ^ wages. The girls work 
by the piece and earn from $1 per day 
up.The berries are poured raw into the 
tin cans by girls; the cans are then 
passed to another set of girls where the 
proper amount of sugar is poured on 
top; then men pour the cans full of 
water and carry them over to the boil­ 
ing vats. The fruit is left in the boil­ 
ing water a certain number of minutes, 
7 minutes for the quart cans and 15 
minutes for the half gallon cans. The 
cans are taken out wnen cooked and 
the covers^ soldered on while the can 
and contents are still hot. 


About 125 cases of the berries are 
dried every day in the evaporator 
which is run by hot air. 


AN INTERESTING TRIAL.

Nichols. 


Former Postmaster Edgar Nichols, 
bas an attack of the 'Klondike gold 
fever. He went over to Chicago yes­ 
terday to find out what he could and 
brought home a big map of Alaska 
showing the different routes and the 
ocation of the gold fields. The map is 
now on exhibition at the store of Hall 
& Nichols. 


Mr. Nichols learned from reliable 
sources that the reports of the gold 
findings were not overdraw'n. 


He talked with Inspector Rhineberg 
of the life saving service who spent 
three years about the shores of Alaska 
on one of Uncle Sara’s revenue cutters. 
He said that there is no more danger 
of freezing 
there than 
here and 
that 
people 
dressed 
in 
furs 
and did not suiTer any more from the 
cold. 
Furs can be bought very cheap 
of the natives and food can always be 
had though sometimes expensive. 


Fred Hollister, formerly employed 
by Kidd, Pater & Co., was also seen. 


e made a trip to Alaska and if he 
had not grown homesick would now 
be worth $20,000. 
He did dot think 
that the accounts had been overdrawn. 


The agent of the North America 
Transportation company did not en­ 
courage or discourage about going 
this fall. The Yukon river begins to 
freeze at Circle City about September 
^ and it is now too late to reach the 
gold country by the water route this 
fall. The boat will go up the Yukon 
as far as possible and from there the 
tourists must travel overland. 
The 
agent says that the route through Sitka 
and Juneau is almost Impassable on 
account of a mountain pass which is 
yet 
unexplored. 
The fare from 
Benton Harbor by the water route is 
$211.50.

A Few Citizens Say tha CouncH'a 


Action Deprives Them of PrO- 
Der FIra Protection. 


The Bell telephone company sutiered 
a blistering blow from the St. Joseph 
city council last night. It was ordered 
by that body that the six ’phones now 
in use by the city, furnished by the 
Bell peoole, be removed at once and 
the city transact Its telephone business 
over the lines of the Twin City ex­ 
change. 


This order went into effect amid 
some opposition. It was opposed by 
one alderman—Alderman Rroves—and 
Manager Badour of the Bell exchange 
and a few citizens raised their voices 
against the measure. Mr. Badour in­ 
sisted that the entire six *phones would 
be furnished free. It would not cost 
the city a cent to use them from the 
present until an Indefinite period in 
the future. 


The citizens who favored the use by 
the city of the Bell ’phones reside on 
the outskirts of the city and have all 
installed Bell ’phones in their resi­ 
dences since the reduction in the rates 
by that company. These people claim 
that the adoption by the city of the 
Bell ’phones will give them better fire 
protection than they now enjoy. In 
case of a blaze in their locality they 
can alarm the fire department over 
their ’phones, with the city using the 
Bell instruments, while with the Twin 
city comi>any’s ’phones in the city hall 
and fire station the ’phones in their 
residences are of little utility. They 
have all signed a year’s contract with 
the Bell company at prices varying 
from $6 to $12 per year and they want 
to get value received. 


E. N. Hatch, Alfred Baldrey and W. 
A. Preston used ])ersuasive arguments 
against the further use by the munici 
pality of the Bell company’s instru­ 
ments. It was shown that the exorbi­ 
tant telephone rates of the Bell com­ 
pany would have continued bad not the 
citizens’ exchange got into the field, 
and thavt the city was protecting its re­ 
sidents by adopting, exclusively, the 
use of the new ^phones. 


When the council balloted on the 
resolution to remove the Bell ’phones 
all the councilmen but Reeves voted 
for it. Reeve« said “nit.” 
oth er Council Pro«e«dluic». 


A petition to extend the water main 
on Lakeview avenue was referred to 
the board of public works. 


The committee from the board of 
public works, instructed to make a 
house to house inspection with a view 
to detecting water thieves, reported 
one case in which the payment of $10 
into the city treasury was evaded by 
reason of the connection not having 
been reported.

Washington, July 21.—The tariff con* 
ftortnce report was presented to the een- 
ate yesterday, l>ut little progrem was 
made on It beyond the formal reading 
of about two-thlrds of the report. There 
was no indication of when the nnal vote 
would be reached. Durlnv the day Till­ 
man openly threatened a filibuster until 
next December If cotton bsgging and 
cotton ties were not restored to the free 
list, but the threat was regarded as 
somewhat facetloua The sugar amend­ 
ments ocMsloned a long debate, ^urlng 
which Allison stated that the conferencs 
rates were lower than those of the sen­ 
ate and largely a concession to the house. 
Vest, Jones, Berry and White questioned 
this statement, urging that the suga» 
trusi secured larger profits from the 
conference schedule than from any pre- 
vioualy offered. The lumber amendment 
also brought out anlnnated 
criticism 
from Teller and Pettigrew. Early in the 
day the senate pasRd a Joint resolution 
authorising and requesting the presi­ 
dent to take *'all necessary steps^' for the 
relesse of the Competitor prisoners from 
priaon at Havans. 


Slcnlfleaae« of Tkat ReMlatlon. 


This resolution went through with re­ 
markable ease considering that It prac­ 
tically abdicates for congress one of 
Its privilege»—that of declaring war. 
The resolution practically authorises the 
prestdeivt to make war himself without 
further authority from congress. 
The 
fact that such an atidlcatton was agreed 
to SO eaeily by the senate would seem to 
indicate that the senate little recks how 
fwon war is going on between Spain and 
the United States; or that It has an 
abiding faith In the peace-loving nature 
of President McKinley and his cabinet. 
If Spain were to accede to a demand— 
peremptory or otherwise—that the Com­ 
petitor and her prisoners be immediately 
released It would be something remark­ 
able. and If she refused to accede the 
question is what will the president do 
next? He can do anything under the 
resolution. 


Tkat HlflRBi«ntlai Again. 


Of course the sugar difCerential was 
the subject of dispute. Allison said that 
under the schedule as modified, taking 
the point of 100. the differentia! was 12^ 
cents. Taking 96 degrees sugar the su­ 
gars above No. 10 Dutch standard, re­ 
fined. would receive 1.31 cents per 100 
pounds more than they would have re­ 
ceived under the house schedule and 
something lesa than under the senate 
schedule 


It was l>eyond question. Vest said, 
that the conference amendment was In 
the interest of the trust. There had been 
much beating of drums over the house 
victory and the speakw of the house 
was pictured as the Ajax of the house. 
But In fact the house had suffered de­ 
feat. Tht house conferrees had come out 
of the engagement not only without their 
arms, but without their baggage.

they would stand by him they could 
hold the senate in session uhtil next De> 
cember rather than gumbit to this. 
Re­ 
plying to the sugg^tion Butler said he 
stood ready to Join in any movement to 
hold the senate in session a w'eeK or 
longer to prevent the consummation of 
this Iniquity against the south.

TWO ROUTES. 


Alaskan 
Either Leads to th e New 
Gold Fields. 


S e a t t le , July 21—The routes that 
go into the Klondike are two. The 
best but the most expensive is by 
steamer from Seattle to St. Michael’s, 
and then by river boat up the Yukon 
1,700 miles to Dawson City. 
By this 
route it takes 35 to 40 days and the fare 
is tl80. 
The steamers permit only 160 
pmnds of baggage for each passenger. 
Two steamers that will leave before tbe 
river is closed by ice caanot carry 
more than 150 passengers each. 
On 
the other route the passenger goes 
from Seattle to Juneau. There at this 
■eason all packs must be carried on 
Indians’ backs or on mules. 
When 
snfw falls sledges can be used and 
the trio can be made mucà more eas­ 
ily. The distance is 650 miles. There 
is great difficulty, however, in procur­ 
ing Indians after snow ilk« on Sept. 
15, and the cold is arctic. 


Leaving Juneau you go to Ty-A by 
way of Lune canal, ana from there to 
Laice Lindermann, 30 miles on foot, or 
portage, as we call it. The lake ^ivee 
irou a ride of five or six miles, and then 
òllows another long ride overland 
to the headwaters of Lake Bennett, 
which is 28 miles long. On foot you go 
again for several miles, aud then the 
cariliou crossing of the river furnishes 
transportAtion for four miles to Ta- 
gish lake, where another 21-mile Ijoat 
ride may be had. This is followed by 
a wearv stretch of mountainous coun­ 
try and then Marsh or Mud lake is 
readied. You get another boat ride 
of 24 miles, and then go down the 
creak for 27 miles to Miles canon and to 
White Horse rapids. This is one of 
tbe most dangerous placen on the en­ 
tire route, and should be avoided by 
all strangers. 
Tbe stream is full of 
sunken rocks and runs with the si)eed 
of a mill race. Passing White Horse 
rapids the journey yis down the river 
for 30iniles to Lak/ \abarge, where 31

NEWS OF THE STATE. 


He Had a Permit to Carry a Revolver 
but was Arrested. 


Dr. Curtis, arrested in Stevensville 
yesterday on a complaint charging him 
with carrying concealed weapons, will 
have his hearing next Friday before a 
Stevensville justice. He will be de­ 
fended by Lawyers Hammond & Ham­ 
mond, of this city. 


There is no doubt of the doctor hav­ 
ing carried a revolver, which he con­ 
cealed from the public gaze, but in 
this offense the doctor is not alone. 
Half of the population of Stevensville 
are said to go armed, and they enjoy 
this privilege by authority of President 
C. D. Shearer, of the village. 


The army of thugs which makes 
Stevensville a rendezvous during the 
summer is a menace to the safety of the 
citizens and although the village has 
an ordinance prohibiting the carrying 
of concealed weapons President Shear­ 
er was disposed to permit the villagers 
to provide themselves against attacks 
from the rag tag element by carrying 
arms. He considered that in spite of 
the ordinance he had authority to say 
whether a resident oad a right to carry 
a concealed gun and he the'-efore issued 
numerous permits, one of which he 
gave Dr. Curtis, which read like this: 
*‘This is to certify that 1 have given 
A. B. Curtis the privilege of carrying 
a revolver, for personal safety, within 
the corporation of the village of Stev- 
ensville.“C. D. Sh e a r e r , president.” 
As soon as it was learned that Dr. 
Curtis carried a revolver Marshal Olm- 
stead lodged a complaint against him 
and now tne doctor has been advised 
that President Shearer had no author­ 
ity to grant him permission to go armed 
when there was an ordinance prevent­ 
ing it.

Moat of na at one time or another bavo 
basked for awhile upon some aandy 
beach of ocean or laka We have bathed 
in tho anrf, gathered abells npon tbe 
abm , and tbva whiled away many Idle 
bcmra, bnt it was reserved for tho bi­ 
cycle to make ns really acquainted with 
those stretches of beach and shore which 
seem to have been purposely prepared 
by kind Mother Nature as a glorious 
cycle path. Whether or not she orig­ 
inally intended *it for wheels, «he cer­ 
tainly spends a great deal of her time 
in keeping the path iu repair, and those 
active servants of hers, wind and wave, 
rain and sun, are kept very busy at 
work upon it all the time. 


This long and varied path stretches 
in its entirety hundreds of miles along 
our ocean shores and around the borders 
of our great lakes, but the particular 
bit with which we became familiar dur- 
ing happy summer weeks, and to share 
in whose delights I would tempt others, 
is a comparatively small portion on the 
southern shore of Lake Erie. It begins 
with tho extreme end of Cedar point, 
which with it« long arm holds in a por­ 
tion of Sandusky bay. and extends east­ 
ward 15 miles or more op the shore. 
This sandy shore continues all the way 
to Cleveland and beyond, but because 
of some intervening piles of rook one 
cannot ride the whole 50 or 60 miles. 
The shorter distance is. however, enough 
for a summer day’s ride, especially if 
one takes it comfortably and leisurely 
and appropriates to himself the count­ 
less joys spread before him.—Grace 
Wickham Curran in St. Nicholas.

be uncomfortable. It is true, and some­ 
what Injured, but having bad Its natural 
development before being expos^ to un­ 
natural conditions, it would not be apt to 
be ruined by conventional tmtment In 
tbe first plaoe, the wearing of leather 
shoes, or oven kid ones, should be post­ 
poned as long as poMdble. The baby's 
shoes should be first of worsted, then of 
elotb, elose enough not to slip, but con­ 
forming to tbe shape of the foot. The 
cloth shoes should be kept on to the latest 
age that they can be worn, and after that 
soft kid should be adopted. Tho soles may 
beaa strong and thick as use demands, 
but the rest of the shoe should bo soft and 
pliable. Short shoes deform tbe joints, 
narrow onea produce corns, very loose ones 
likewise eanse corns and chafe tbe foot as 
well as wear out tbe stocking. A well 
made shoe, which fit« the foot and does 
not squeak, oosta more than a common 
one chosen at basatd, but It also wears 
mueb longer and looka better wbilo it 
lasts. Those parts of the wardrobe which 
affect the physical comfort and the shape 
of tbo body are the parts which require tbe 
most careful attention and are worthy of 
the most pecuniary outlay where the qnea- 
tlon of money has to be considered.

He Had a Permit to Carry a Revolver 
but was Arrested. 


Dr. Curtis, arrested in Stevensville 
yesterday oh a complaint charging him 
with carrying concealed weapons, will 
have his hearing next Friday before a 
Stevensville justice. He will be de­ 
fended by Lawyers Hammond & Ham­ 
mond, of this city. 


There is no doubt of the doctor hav- 
inyr carried a revolver, which he con­ 
cealed from the public gaze, but in 
this olTense the doctor ia not alone. 
Half of the population of' Stevensville 
arc said to go armed, and they enjoy 
this privilege by authority of President 
C. D. Shearer, of the village. 


The army of thugs which makes 
Stevensville a rendezvous during the 
summer is a menace to the safety of the 
citizens and although ihe village has 
an ordinance prohibiting the carrying 
of ccitcealed weapons President Shear­ 
er was disposed to permit the villagers 
to provide themselves against attacks 
from the rag ta^ element by carrying 
arms. He considered that in spite of 
the ordinance he had authority to say 
whether a resident had a right to carry 
aconcealedgun and he the'*efore Issued 
numerous permits, one of which he 
gave Dr. Curtis, which read like this: 
^^This is to certify that I have given 
A. B. Curtis the privilege of carrying 
a revolver, for personal safety, within 
the corporation of tlie village of Stev­ 
ensville.

NATURE*S CYCLE PATH.

Moat of ua at one time or another have 
basked for awhile upon some sandy 
i beach of ocean or lake. We have bathed 
.in the surf, gathered shells upon the 
shore, and thus whiled away many idle 
hours, but it was reserved for tlie bi­ 
cycle to make ua really acquainted with 
those stretches of beach and shore which 
seem to have been purposely prepared 
by kind Mother Nature as a glorious 
cycle path. Whether or not she orig­ 
inally intended it for wheels, she cer­ 
tainly spends a great deal of her time 
in keeping the path in repair, and those 
active servants of hers, wind and^wave, 
rain and sun, are kept very busy at 
work upon it all the time. 


This long and varied path stretches 
in its entirety hundreds of miles along 
our ocean shores and around the borders 
of our dreat lakes, but the particular 
bit with which we became familiar dur­ 
ing huppy summer weeks, and to share 
in whose delights I would tempt others, 
is a comparatively small portion ou the 
southern shore of Lake Erie. It begins 
with the extreme end of Cedar point, 
which with its long arm holds in a por­ 
tion of Sandusky bay, and extends east­ 
ward 15 miles or more up the shore. 
This sandy shore continues all the way 
to Cleveland and beyond, but because 
of some intervening piles of rock one 
cannot ride the whole 50 or 60 miles. 
The shorter distance is. however, enough 
for a summer day’s ride, especially if 
one takes it comfortably and leisurely 
and appropriates to himself the count­ 
less joys spread before him.—Grace 
Wickham Curran in St Nicholas.

never worn until maturity, the foot would 
be uncomfortable. It is true, and some­ 
what Injured, but having had its natural 
development before being exposed to un­ 
natural conditions, It would not be apt to 
be ruined by conventional treatment In 
the first place, the wearing of leather 
shoos, or oven kid ones, should be post­ 
poned as long as possible. The baby’s 
shoes should be first of worsted, then of 
cloth, olose enough not to slip, but con­ 
forming to tho shape of the foot. The 
oloth shoes should Ira kept on to the latest 
age that they can be worn, and after that 
soft kid should be adopted. The soles may 
be as strong and thick as use demands, 
but tho rest of the shoe should be soft and 
pliable. Short shoes deform the joints, 
narrow ones produce corns, very loose ones 
likewise cause corns and chafe the foot as 
well as wear out the stocking. A well 
made shoe, which fits the foot and does 
not squeak, costs more than a common 
one chosen at hazard, but It also wears 
mueh longer and looks better while it 
lasts. Those parts of the wardrobe which 
afreet the physical comfort and the shape 
of the body are the parts which require the 
most oareful attention and are worthy of 
the mögt pecuniary outlay where the ques­ 
tion of money has to be considered.

The Godfrey Canning Factory is 
Putting Up 600 to 700 
Cases a Day. 


EMPLOYS OVER FORTY HANDS, 


BlAok Ra«pb«rrlM b«ll at th« Fac­ 
tory For 40 Conta a Caaa, 
tha Caaaa Ratumad. 


The C. H. Godfrey St Co., caDDlnjr 
factory it now buying 000 to 700 cases 
of raspberries e^ery day which they 
are canning and evaporating. 


The firm* is paying 40 cents a case 
for the black raspberries and 50 cents 
for the red ones. They could buy 
thousands of cases at this figure every 
day but they limit their purchases to 
their e.xi8ting contracts or the capac­ 
ity of their factory. 
Last night they 
could not get the quantity of red ber­ 
ries they desired and so went over to 
St. Joseph and bought 125 cases at 50 
cents >a ease. 
Forty cents a ease at 
the canning factory Is about equal to 
05ccntsacase in Chicago as there is 
no outlay for cases, freight, cartage 
or commission. The Godfrey company 
is paying out $2,000 a week to the 
farmers. 


Besides this they are giving em­ 
ployment to twelve to fifteen men and 
Iwenty-five girls and women, who are 
receiving goikl wages. The girls work 
by the piece and earn from $1 per day 
up. 


The berries are poured' raw into the 
tin cans by girls: the cans are then 
passed to another set of girls where the 
pro|)er amount of sugar is poured on 
top: then men pour the cans full of 
water and carry them over to the boil­ 
ing vAts. The fruit is left in the boil­ 
ing water a certain number of minutes, 
7 minutes'for the quart cans and 15 
minutes for the half gallon cans. The 
cans are taken out wnen cooked and 
the coversS soldered on while the can 
and contents are still hot. 


About 125 cases of the berries are 
dried every day in the evaporator 
which is run by hot air.

Former Postmaster Edgar Nichols, 
has an attack of the Klondike gold 
fever. He went over to Chicago yes­ 
terday lo Und out what he could and 
brought home a big map of Alaska 
showing the different routes and the 
location of the gold fields. The map is 
now on e.xhibition at the store of Hall 
& Nichols, 


Mr, Nichols learned from reliable 
Hources that the reports of the gold 
tlndings were not overdrawn. 


He talked with Inspector lihineberg 
of the life saving service who spent 
three years about tlie shores of Alaska 
on one of Uncle Sam’s revenue cutters. 
He said that there is no more danger 
of frQezing 
there than 
here and 
that 
people 
dressed 
in 
furs 
and did not suffer any more from the 
fold. 
Furs can be bought very cheap 
of the natives and food can always be 
had though sometimes expensive. 


E>ed Hollister, formerly employed 
by Kidd, Dater & Co., was also seen. 
He made a trip to Alaska and if he 
had not grown homesick would now 
be worth $20,000. 
He did dot think 
that the accounts had been overdrawn. 


The agent of the North America 
Transportation company did not en 
courage or discourage about going 
this fall. The Yukon river begins to 
freeze at Circle City about September

SIX BELL ’PHONES DISCARDED. 


A Few Citizens Say the Council’s 
Action DeprlveaThem of Pro­ 
per Fire Protection. 


The Bell telephone company suffered 
a blistering blow from the St. Joseph 
city council last night. It was ordered 
by that body that the six ’phones now 
in use by the city, furnished by the 
Bell i)eoDle, be removed at once and 
the city transact its telephone business 
over the lines of the Twin City ex­ 
change. 


This order went into efl'ect amid 
some opposition. It was opposed by 
one alderman—Alderman Reeves—and 
Manager Badour of the Bell exchange 
and a few citizens raised their voices 
against the njeasure. Mr. Badour in­ 
sisted that the entire six ’phones would 
be furnished free. It would not cost 
the city a cent to use them trom the 
present until an indefinite period in 
the future.* 


The citizens who favored the use by 
the city of the Bell ’phones reside on 
the outskirts of the city and have all 
installed Bi:.ll ’phones in their resi­ 
dences since the reduction in the rates 
by that company. These people claim 
that the adoption by the city of the 
Beil ’phones will give them better fire 
protection than they now enjoy. In 
case of a blaze in their locality they 
can alarm the fire department over 
their ’phones, with the city using the 
Bell instruments, while with the Twin 
city company’s ’phones in the city hall 
m '■ 
■ 
ana tire station the ’phones in their 
residences are of little utility. They 
have all signed a year’s contract with 
the Bell company at prices varying 
from 
to $12 per year and they want 
to get value received. 


1C. N. Hatch, Alfred Baldrey and W. 
A. Preston used persuasive arguments 
against the further use by the munici­ 
pality of the Bell company’s instru­ 
ments. It was shown that the exorbi­ 
tant telephone rates of the Bell com­ 
pany would have continued had not the 
eiti'/.ens’ exchange got into the field, 
and that the city was protecting its re­ 
sidents by adopting, exclusively, the 
use of the new ’phones. 


When the council balloted on the 
resolution to remove the Bell ’phones 
all the councilnien but Reeves voted 
for it. Ueevea said ’‘nit.”

Washington. July 21.—The tariff con- 
fertnce report was presented to the sen­ 
ate yesterday, but little progrem was 
made on It beyond th^ formal reading 
of about two-thirds of the report. There 
was no Indication of when the final vote 
.would be reached. During the day Till­ 
man openly threatened a filibuster until 
next December if cotton bagging and 
cdtton ties w'ere not restored to the free 
list, but the threat was rei^rded a t 
somewhat facetloua The sugar amend­ 
ments occasioned a long debate, during 
which Allison stated that the conference 
rates were lower than those of the sen­ 
ate and largely a concession to the house. 
Vest, Jones, Berry and White questioned 
this statement, urging that the sugai 
trust secured larger profits from the 
conference schedule than from any pre­ 
viously offered. The lumber amendment 
also brought out 
animated 
criticism 
from Teller and Pettigrew. Early In ths 
day the senate passed a Joint resolution 
authorising and requesting the presi­ 
dent to take “all necessary steps” for the 
release of the Competitor prisoners from 
prison at Havana. 


Slgnincance of That Rosolutlon. 


This resolution went through with re­ 
markable ease considering that It .prac­ 
tically abdicates for congress one of 
its privileges—that of declaring 
war. 
The resolution practically authorizes the 
president to make war himself without 
further authority from congress. 
The 
fact that such an abdication was agreed 
to so eaeily by the senate would seem to 
indicate that the senate little recks how 
poon war is going on between Spain and 
the United S tes; or that It has an 
abiding faith In the peace-loving nature 
of President AicKInley and his cabinet. 
If Spain were to accede to a dem and- 
peremptory or otherwise—that the Com­ 
petitor and her prisoners be Immediately 
released It would be something remark­ 
able, and if »he refused to accede the 
question is what will the president do 
next? He can do anything under the 
resolution. 


That Differential Afaiii. 


Of course the sugar differential was 
the subject of dispute. Allison said that 
under the schedule as modified, taking 
the point of 100, the differential was 12V& 
cents. Taking 96 degrees sugar the su­ 
gars above No. 16 Dutch standard, re­ 
fined, would receive 1.31 cents per 100 
pounds more than they would have re­ 
ceived under the house schedule and 
something leas than under the senate 
schedule. 


It was beyond question, ^Vest eald, 
that the conference amendment was In 
the Interest of the trust. There had been 
much beating of drums over the house 
victory and the speaker of the house 
was pictured as the Ajax of the house. 
But In fact the house had suffered de- 
feat.%The house conferrees had come out 
of the engagement not only without their 
arms, but without their baggage. And 
what added to the sting of defeat was 
that they did not seem to know they 
were beaten. 


When Tillman Had* HI» Threat. 


It was when the paragraph restoring 
cotton bagging and coton ties to the 
dutiable list was reached that Tillman 
made his threat. He expressed his Indig­ 
nation at the sectionalism which had In­ 
spired the conference committee. 
He 
gave notice to southern senators that if 
they would stand by him they could 
hold the senate in ses.slon until next De­ 
cember rather than sumblt to this. 
Re­ 
plying to the suggestion Butler said he 
stood ready to Join In any movement to 
hold the senate In session a week or 
longer to prevent the consummation of 
thl9 Iniquity against the south. 


‘‘I will tell the senator,” called back 
Tillman, “that I am negotiating with 
the senator from Pennsylvania [Quay] 
for the speech by which he stopped the 
last tariff debate and I may be ready to 
start on the speech tomorrow morning.”

There may be a change in the con­ 
ditions w^hl(?h will postpone a vote, but 
It Is dlfflcult to see what could cause It. 
The opposition to the bill realizes that 
there Is no possibility of preventing 
the adoption of the report, and Its pres­ 
ent purpose Is only to secure what ad­ 
vantage It can by exhibiting what It 
claims are the inconsistence of the meas­ 
ure. It is true that at one time it had 
some hope of belns able to secure the 
reaommlttal of the tiill, but a thorough 
canvass reveals no foundation for this 
hope. 


It develops the fact that the Bepub- 
llcans will vote solidly for the report, 
and that they will be supported by 
Jones of Nevada (silver Hepubllcan) 
and McEnery of Louisiana (Democrat), 
and also probably by Mantle and Stew­ 
art (silver Republicans). 
They have 
also discovered that Kyle (Populist), 
who is absent, has left strict instruc­ 
tions that he should not be paired.
